-ameliau, which 1 had caught on the irr- 
race. and in the garden trf the Urcek Convent, 
on Mount Calvary, where Un. Emereun Ten- 
nent and t Were atayhu, 1 waa deaired to 
aend them to the Natural Uiatory S->eiaty, at 
Balfaat ; and, knowing the diliaulty of bring- 
ing ihem ali v* to thi. climate, [ carried with 
loe coven, in order to incrvaac Ihe chance of 
any lurviving. Fortunately. 1 auacaeded in 
getting two of them to London, but one died 
two dir. ago, whilti 1 waa waiting fot an op- 
port unity to Inward them to UuiGui, and I 
can now only land you tbe lurvivnr of tht 
party, whom I trual you wdl find living on 
her arrival. 

Tha leven which 1 had originally, war* all 
of different hue. and colourt ; torn* were tpot- 
ted aa thi* on* it, and otlirti a uniform colour, 
blown, olive, or green. Two of them, ol 
whom the nne now tent i* one, laid each twen- 
ty-two egg. on the j. j....ee home . but look no 
precaution for tt.r ir aafcty, aa I pfeaurne the 
licit of Iho eirth in llicir owu ollmjle i. auii- 
rienltohatch them I but here tbey all decayed 
in the cold, at eaa- 

Tbey cat freely of lice leave* which I put 
into in* cage for them, mulberry, vine, and
